His dis- 
patch is dated Lisle, October’2: I have dis- 
patches fiom Paris received by a carrier 
pigeon, and dated September 30, giving the 
following details: 

Our troops to-day operated on the offensive, 
and a recoppoliseance in force was made. We 
occupied successively Meville and L’ Huy, and 
advanced to Thas Choissy Le Roi. All these 
positions were occupied by the Prussians, 
who were entrenced and protected by cmnon. 
A ter short engagements, in which artillery 
and musketry were used, our troeps retired 
in good order to the protection of the guns 
ot Forts Bicetre end D’ivry. The Mobiles 
behavea admirably. Our losses were con- 
siderable, as were also those of the enemy.” 
This dispatch was signed by Gen. Trochu.

GREAT DESTRUCTION IN ALBERMARLE. 

Arron, Va., Oct. 3.—Accounts from the 
county of Albermarle represent the devasta- 
tion of property from the flood as immense. 
Many lives have been lost. The flood, in many 
instances, swept away entire families. The 
number in Albermarle so far is fourteen. The 
destruction of grain, tobacco, barns, cattle, 
hogs, houses, and mills is incredible. About 
fifty mills aud dams are destroyed. The 
freshet was confined within the radius of the 
upper valley of Virginia. The flood was so 
great that it carried cattle aud hogs before it. 
it was 5 severe along the Chesa 
peake and Ohio railroad. At Hadwell a mile 
of the track was wathed away, About twelve 
laud slides occurred between Cobham and 
Mulboro, and a number of bridges were swept 
away. The road is damaged one hundred 
thousand dollars.

When this bureau is 
established, and the officials are 7 
by Radical legislation similar 
to that under which the internal revenue 
officers act, we are confident the financial 
situation will be so improved, that Mr. Bourt- 
WELL will be able to report still greater 
reductions of the public debt. The Gov- 
ernment, however, may not take hold ot 
this subject. In that event, we appeal to 
the citizens ot Louisville to adopt 
measures to arrest the steadily increasing 
mendicancy of the city. It is a growing 
evil. The amount of money annually 
filched trom the pockets of the 
citizens by strolling beggars is, we 
have reason to believe, enormous, 
and, could the amount be ascertained, 
would startle the most skeptical. It is tair 
to assume that seventy-five per cent. ot the 
amount thus contributed is bestowed upon 
unworthy people. Besides the local beg- 
gars who are seen on our principal thor- 
oughiares almost daily, the city is often 
besieged by a battulion of mendicants from 
other cities. They come with about the 
same regularity as the negro minstrels, the 
opera or the circus. They introduce new 
methods of begging, and enlighten the 
resident beggars with regard to the tactics 
of other and larger cities. Many of these 
people are strong and stalwart, but too lazy 
to work. Many otf these creatures are able 
to amass comfortable fortunes. A beggar 
recently died in San Francisco worth 
$100,000; and from time to time we see it 
stated that certain beggars have kicked 
the bucket, leaving behind them, hid away 
somew here, thousands as the result of their 
begging operations.

Considering this, the claim set up by 
Cincianati to the refreshment train sent by 
Louisville, under charge of CHaRLEY Ro- 
FER, to Nashville, seems rather small.

LAND LOCOMOTIVE. 
Another Extiaordinary Machine in 
Chicago. 


[From the Chicogo Times.] 
From time to time the Times bas urged 

n the inventors the necessity of produciog, 
— the level plains of the Northwest, a land 
locomotive, or traction engine. Whether or 
not the reiterated demands of the Times had 
anything to do with it, we do not know; but 
on Friday, a machine of the precise character 
which we bave so often declared to be a ne- 
cessity made its appearaece on our streets. 
The inventor and builder is Mr. Lake, à gen- 
tleman well known to Chicago from his origi- 
nal connection with the Westside railway; 
and, later, as the contractor and builder of 
the Washington-street tunned. 

The vehicle which made its way along the 
streets of the West-side on Friday and Satur- 
day is unlike any traction engine ever before 
built. It is a locomotive vehicle, a portable en- 

ip and «a flre-steamer, all in one. 

nis combination is entirely novel, but this is 
not all that is new about it. Mr. Lake has 
discovered and used a principle in the app'i- 
cation of power that has never before been 
employed, This principle 1s one which ad- 
mits of the production of extraordinary power 
almost directiy to the driving-wheel. 

In an ordinary locomotive, the steam from 
the cylinder acts upon the piston and is com- 
municated directly to the crank of the driy- 
ing-wheels. In r. Lake’s machine, when 
desirable, the motion can first be communi- 
cated to balance-wheels. When these wheals 
have reacned a very high rate of speed, the 
power can be communicated by a “eluteh”’ to 
the driving-wheels. The communatcation can 
be made gradually or rapidly as may be 
thought desirable.

this one. Many wiiters consider it a sad error in 
the planters to negi: ct the ſood crops, but we do 
not, considering that iu States like Virgiots, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Missouri far more bread- 
stud and provisions are produces than are ne 
ed at home, so that there ig always an available 
rurplus for the Cotton States.

TRAGEDY IN BUTLER COUNTY. 


The Town Marshal and His Pesse 
Kill Owe Citizen and Daagereousiy 
Wound Another. 

A gentiemen who arrived in this city yester: 
day from Morgaatewn, Butler count, furnishes 
us with the following particulars of a bioory 
trageor u hich Was epacted in that townon he 
right of Thursday, September 23th. Mr. W. R 
BKitebens, an old citizen, who lived pear Mor- 
gantown, visited that place on Thursday last to 
attend court, and during ihe day got under the 
influeice of quer. About Zo’clock tn tbe al- 
terpoon he became involved in a difficulty with a 
youcg man nemed Jackson, who cut him in tbe 
bead With an ax apd dislecated several of bis 
tite. The Town Marsbal, Wm. Truciove, an- 
neu oed bis imtention Of arresting Kitchens, but 
told bis friends thatif they would take himopui 
of town he *o0ud cot arrest din. Kitchen- 
went to the hotel and got his supper, ani tuen 
three of his frieod:, Bluford Roane, Jack Gith- 
ens, ano a man named Cosle, placed him oo a 
her e and started to take him to Roase’a house, 
u short Oletance from the town. When about 
twe hundred yards from the hotel, the Marsha! 
ane @ po se of eight men, some of whom, itis 

epec, Were the same paities wich whom Kitch- 

exes bad Lad the aifficuity, sprang ut inio the 
rood and called upon him to bait. He refuse. to 
do so, © hep the Marshal orted out that be would 
fre upon him. Kitchens replied, Are and de 
Gd.“ The Marshal and his posse fired a voi- 
ley with ehot-zuns into the party. Kitchens and 
his friends were armed and returned the fre, 
and about twenty shots were exchanged. Gith- 
eds was dangerously wounded lu the thigh and 
face with turkey shot, 29 of which took effect. 
He was taken up and carried to the botel. At 
tbe commencement of the fring the horse upon 
which Kitchens was mounted took fright and ran 
down the road, and it was supposed that Kitch- 
ens had escaped unhuat. Io about an hour and 
a half after the shooting, friends of Githens 
went to the spot to search for his gun, 
which had been lost in the melee, and 
found Kitchens lying dead at the side o the 
rot d, with thirteen +lugs in his left breast. He 
had a double-barreled pistol! in bis c'utcbed hand, 
with cne barrel empty and the other cocked. 

None of the Marshai’s porse were !ajured. They 
were arrested aod tried before the local authori- 
les and acquitted.
